Take  half  a  pint  of  linseed- teia,  and  a  table-spoon-frill 
of  rum,  well  sweetened  with  raw  sugar  or  honey,  three 
times  a  day*  This  gives  ease  to  the  lungs  and  strength. «> 
ens  the  body. 

A  dangerous  Cold. 

Take  Sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  two  drachms 
Elixir  of  vitriol,  two  drachms 
Liquid  laudanum,  two  drachms  '  v 
Clarified  honey,  six  drachms 
A  tea- spoon -full  may  be  taken  two  or  three  times  % 
iay,  with  good  effect. 

A  Cold  and  Wheezing  Coughs 

Take  Syrup  of  squills,  four  drachms 

Sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  four  drachms 
Spirits  of  sal  ammoniac,  twTo  drachms 
Three  tea-spoons-full  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day,  ia 
sugar  and  water,  enough  for  a  draught.  Gdh  f  or  babes, 
from  thirty  drops  to  a  tea- spoon-full  It  may  also 

be  given  for  CltOOP,  C hock,  or  Stuffing,  and  will  be 
found  an  admirable  medicine.

*  For  the  Hooping  Cough. 

Take  cochineal,  ten  grains  ;  salt  of  tartar,  one  scruple  ; 
dissolve  it  in  three  ounces  of  water,  and  sweeten  it  with 
loaf-sugar :  give  a  spoon-full  at  discretion.  Fresh  air  and 
moderate  exercise  facilitate  tire  cure. 

Tor  a  Tickling  Troublesome  Cough . 

Take  Oil  of  anniseeds,  twenty-five  drops 
Liquid  laudanum,  four  drachms 
Balsam  of  sulphur,  four  drachms 
A  tea-spoon-full  to  be  taken  in  sugar,  at  bed-time. 

For  a  Consumptive  Cough . 

Take  Paregoric  elixir,  four  drachms 
Liquid  laudanum,  four  drachms 
Spirits  of  sal  volatile,  four  drachms 
Godfrey’s  cordial,  four  drachms 
Three  tea  spoons-full,  in  a  glass  of  pure  water,  at  bed¬ 
time.  From  thirty  drops  to  a  tea-spoon -full,  in  sugar,  is 
an  excellent  medicine  for  children  in  the  Hooping-Cough. 

Expectorating  Emulsion. 

Take  Oil  of  sweet  almonds,  four  drachms 
Salt  of  tartar,  two  scruples 
Sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  four  drachms 
Paregoric  elixir,  four  drachms 
Soft  water,  half  a  pint 

Three  table-spoons-fall  to  be  taken,  morning  and  even¬ 
ing.  When  the  lungs  are  painful  and.  much  oppressed 
with  mucus  or  phlegm,  this  will  produce  an  easy  discharge. 

To  cure  the  Ague  effectually. 

Take  Peruvian  bark,  one  ounce 

Tincture  of  snake- root,  one  ounce 
Compound  tincture  of  lavender,  half  an  ounce 
Volatile  spirits  of  ammonia,  half  an  ounce 
Foreign  brandy,  half  a  pint 
A  small  wine-glass  full  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day. 
If  the  constitution  will  bear  it-,  first  cleanse  the  sto¬ 
mach  and  bowels  with  the  following  Vomit  and  Purge. 
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A  Vomiting  Draught. 

Take  of  ipecacuanha,  in  powder,  a  scruple  ;  Water, 
three  ounces  ;  sugar,  sufficient  to  make  it  grateful :  work 
it  off'  with  weak  camomile  tea 

V  if  a  tea-spoon  full  of  the  above  be  given  to  infants, 
every  ten  minutes,  until  it  operates,  where  a  vomit  is 
necessary,  it  may  be  safely  given  and  relied  upon. 

A  Purging  Draught. 

Take  Jalap,  in  powder,  half  a  drachm 
Ginger,  five  grains 
Cream  of  tartar,  one  drachm 
Sugar  and  water,  sufficient  for  a  draught 

Work  it  off'  with  water-gruel.  Or,  Castor  oil,  from 
half  an  ounce  to  an  ounce,  may  be  taken  neat  at  bed-time. 

Or,  Take  Epsom  salts,  from  half  an  ounce  to  an  oun.ee* 
in  a  gill  of  warm  water,  and  work  off  as  before. 

A  Very  Mild-  Purge* 

Take  Rhubarb,  one  scruple 

Calcined  magnesia,  one  scrupl® 

Ginger,  five  grains 

Honey  or  treacle,  sufficient  to  form  an  electuary 

To  be  "alum  at  bed  time.  If  this  be  divided  into  two 
or  three  doses,  it  may  be  given  with  great  safety  to  very 
young  children. 

OPENING  PILES  FOR  COSTIVE  HABITS. 

\  * 

Take  JaHp,  m  powder,  one  drachm 

Sue*  otrine  aloes,  &  Castile  Soap,  of  each  one  drachm 
Calcined  magnesia  and  buckthorn  syrup  sufficient 
to  form  forty-eight  pills 

Four  or  six  to  be  taken  at  bed  time,  every  night,  until 
the  desired  effect  is  produced  These  pills  are  wonderful 
in  their  effects,  and  carry  off  an  innumerable  tram  of  com¬ 
plaints.  They  may  be  taken  without  any  particular  le- 
gimext  or  hindrance  of  business. 


^  If  half  an  ounce  of  senna,  in  a  linen  bag,  half  a 
pound  of  prunes,  and  three  pints  of  water,  be  put  into  a 
jar,  and  stewed  in  a  warm  riven  for  an  hour,  it  will  be  a 
fit  purge  for  very  young  children,  and  very  efficacious  in. 
fevers.  Two  or  thee  table- Spoons- full  for  a  dose,  daily. 

To  cure  a  Quinsey  or  Sore  Throat * 

Take  Spirits  of  hartshorn,  one  ounce 
Olive  oil,  two  drachms 
Rectified  spirits  of  wine,  two  drachms 
Rub  the  neck  and  throat  twice  a  day :  bind  on,  in  fine 
soft  flannel,  milk  and  water,  hog's  lard,  wheat  bran,  tur¬ 
nip,  and  carrot,  made  into  a  poultice  ;  eat  the  jelly  of 
black  or  red  currants  ;  at  intervals,  have  a  bit  of  sal  pru- 
»el  in  the  mouth,  swallow  it  as  it  melts  ;  this  will  pro 
mote  saliva.  The  patient  will  soon  be  well'. 

A  Srveating  Draught 

Take  Spirits  of  mindererus,  two  ounces 
Cinnamon  water,  half  an  ounc« 

Syrup  of  poppies,  two  drachms. 

Make  into  a  draught.  This  will  promote  sweating. 
Keep  within  doors,  and  work  off  with  water-gruel.  In 
®olds,  aching  bones,  and  rheumatic  '  pains,  this  is  an  ex* 
«ellent  remedy. 

If  sixteen  grains  of  Dover’s  powder  mixed  in  currant 
jelly,  be  taken  at  bed  time,  it  will  have  the  same  effect. 

TO  MAKE  WHITWORTH  RED-RUB. 

To  dress  Wounds,  Strains.  Bruises ,  Ulcers,  Whitlows ± 

Breeders,  fyc* 

Take  Rectified  spirits  of  wine,  one  ounce 

Compound  tincture  of  lavender,  half  an  ounce 
Oil  of  origanum,  two  drachms 
Rub  or  apply,  in  a  pledget  of  lint,  twice  a  day.  It  ie 
truly  efficacious  where  no  healing  salve  can  be  used,  and 
may  be  applied  with  great  success  to  cutaneous  wounds*, 
©r  other  casualties,  at  discretion.  r  The  dose*  inwardly*. 
'fa  from  twelve  to  sixty  drops  on  loaf  sugar. 
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GOOD  HEADING  SALVES, 

To  dress  Wounds ,  Bruises ,  Ulcers,  Whitlows ,  Breeders , 
SfC.  or  rvhei  e  good  cleansing  salve  is  wanted. 

YELLOW  MELT, 

Which  may  he  used  on  all  occasions ,  60/ A  for  Men  fy  Cattle t 

Take  Strained  turpentine  burgundy  pitch,  and  bees' 
wax,  of  each  one  ounce 
Olive  oil,  two  ounces 

Melt  all  together  and  while  hot,  add  one  ounce  of  spi¬ 
rits  of  turpentine,  and  pot  it  for  use.  Apply  it  on  lint, 
tow,  or  a  fine  rag. 

GREEN  MELT. 

Take  Venice  turpentine,  velLow  rosin,  and  hog’s  lard,  of 
each  two  ounces 
Bees’  wax,  one  ounce 
Verdigris,  half  an  ounce 

Melt  all  together  and  pot  it  for  i]se.  We  use  this 
salve  in  dressing  burns,  scalds,  and  blisters,  and  after  cas¬ 
tration  in  cattle. 

BLACK  MELT. 

Take  Venice  turpentine,  frankincense,  black  rosin,  lin¬ 
seed  oil,  and  bees’  wax,  of  each  half  an  ounce 
Black  pitch,  one  ounce 

Melt  all  together.  While  warm,  add  fresh  butter,  a 
sufficient  quantity  to  make  it  soft :  pot  it.  We  use  this 
indiscriminately  both  for  men  and  cattle., 

St.  Anthony’s  Fire ,  Hot  Swellings ,  Inflammations ,  <*yc. 

Take  Olive  oil,  one  ounce* 

'i  'r  — 

Spirits  of  sal  ammoniac,  one  ounce 
Spirits  of  sweet  nitre-  one  ounce 
Bub  twite  a  day.  This  makes  a  good  liniment,  and  is 
very  efficacious  for  the  above  purposes* 

***  It  will  not  be  amiss  to  take  the  mild  Purge,  oy  a 
dose  of  the  Pills  prescribed  on  Page  7’  every  other  day, 
for  a  week,  if  the  patient  is  costive,  until  the  affected  part 
turns  yellow*  or  falls  off  in  scales,  then  the  disease  is  cured 
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To  kill  Proud  or  Fungous  Flesh. 

Take  corrosive  sublimate  and  white  rosin,  finely  pOw» 
dered.  of  each  four  drachms  ;  tie  up  in  a  linen  bag', 
and  dust  the  wound  where  it  is  wanted  :  when  it  has  been 
on  twelve  hours,  wash  off  the  caustic  and  dead  flesh  with 
warm  milk  and  water. 

Salve  for  dressing  in  Scrofulous  Complaints ,  Kings  Evil , 

Ulcerated  Legs  and  Arms,  fy  healing  Old  Running  Sores . 

Take  White  lead,  finely  powdered,  two  ounces 
Oil  of  olives,  three  ounces 
Burgundy  pitch,  one  ounce 

Melt,  and  pot  it  for  use.  Apply  it  spread  on  black  silk. 
Then ,  Take  Blue  vitriol  finely  powdered,  two  drachms 
Pure  water,  four  ounces 

A  wash  to  be  daily  applied  in  lint,  until  the  running 
abates  Elder  Ointment,  or  the  Red- Rub  and  good  Salve, 
j&eommended  on  Pages  8  &  Q  may  be  used  alternately. 

To  draw  Splinters  and  break  Breeders. 

Take  wheat  bran,  hog’s  lard  turnip,  carrot,  and  white 
iilly  root,  cut  small  boiled  in  verjuice  apply  it  warm  as 
a  poultice,  enough  to  cover  the  place  plentifully  ;  repeat 
it  twice  a  dav,  it  will  have  the  desired  effect :  then  cure 
the  wound  with  Bed-Rub  and  Salve,  Pages  8  &  9 

r‘  Venice  turpentine,  at  discretion,  may  be  used  where 
the  white  liily  root  cannot  be  had ;  say  two  or  three 
drachms  in  a  poultice. 

To  cure  Scald  Head. 

Let  the  hair  he  close  cut  off  then  with  soft  soap,  warm 
water,  and  a  brush  let  the  scurf  and  other  matter  be 
cleared  away ;  then, 

,  Take  Spermaceti  ointment,  one  ounce 
Olive  oil,  two  drachms 
Goulard  s  extract,  two  drachms 
Oil  of  orVanum.  two  drachms 

Tatb  the  affected  part  twice  a  day,  until  curecf 
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For  Rheumatic  Pain. 

Take  Opodeldoc,  one  ounce 

Tincture  of  cantharides,  three  drachms 
Spirits  of  sul  ammoniac,  tliree  drachms 
Rectified  oil  of  amber,  three  drachms 
This  forms  a  liniment,  wherewith  frequently  to  rub  the 
painful  part  Wrap  up  in  fine  soft  flannel,  and  keep  warm. 

A  DRAUGHT  1  O  BE  TAKEN  AT  EED  TIME. 

Take  Volatile  tincture  of  gum  guaiacum,  half  an  ounce 
Compound  spirits  of  lavender,  half  an  ounce 
Compound  spirits  of  ammonia,  two  drachms 
Tincture  of  opium,  two  drachms 

Two  or  three  tea-spoons-full  may  be  taken  in  a  glass 
of  brandy,  rum,  or  gin  grog,  or  in  new  milk  It  will  give 
immediate  case.  '?•  The  following  Warm  Baths  are 
particularly  beneficial,  Buxton,  Matlock,  or  Askern. 

To  cure  the  Piles  effectually.

Take  Electuary  of  senna,  twelve  drachms 
Lac  sulphur,  one  ounce 
Cream  of  tartar,  half  an  ounce 
Powdered  jalap  t  wo  drachms 
Mix,  and  put  into  a  gallipot  A  tea-spoon-full  or  two 
to  he  taken  twice  a  day:  this  will  cool  the  patient’s  inside. 
At  the  „ame  time  make  use  of  the  following  ointment. 

l  ake  two  blue  Aleppo  galls,  finely  powdered  well 
mixed  in  honey  or  lard,  and  anoint  the  piles  three  limes 
a  dav,  until  cured. 

To  kill  and  expel  Worms  and  Grubs. 

Take  Turkey  rhubarb  in  powder,  one  scruple 
Scammonv,  six  grains 
Calomel,  six  grains  t 

Mix  in  treacle  and  work  off  with  water  gruel. 

For  very  young  children,  divide  into  two  or  three. 
To  a  child  four  years  and  under  give  one  third ;  above 
four,  and  under  twelve,  give  oue^iaalf ;  above  twelve,  give 
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the  whole.  Work  off  with  water-gruel,  repeating  it  once, 
a  week.  Or,  India  pink  root  tea  may  be  drank  to  advan¬ 
tage  Half  an  ounce  will  make  a  pint.  The  careful 
mother  may  make  it  sweet  and  give  a  discretionary  quan¬ 
tity,  say  three  table-spoons-full,  morning  or  evening,  to 
a  child  three  or  four  years  old  twice  a  week. 

A  good  Smelling  Botlle . 

Take  volatile  sal  ammoniac,  two  drachms,  and  essence 
of  bergamot;  twelve  drops,  and  put  them  into  a  bottle  for 
use.  In  case  of  fainting  or  sick  fits,  this  will  be  found 
•very  refreshing. 

A  Lotion  to  desti  oy  red  Pimples.  Freckles,  M  or  phew,  Grabs 
Tetters ,  and  Ring-  Worms  in  the  Pace  and  Skin , 

Take  Diluted  vitriolic  acid,  four  ounces 
Pure  water,  four  to  six  ounces 

A  linen  rag  may  be  dipped  in  it,  and  applied  to  the 
affected  part  night  and  morning.  The  following  draught 
will  much  facilitate  the  cure 

Take  Nitric  acid,  two  drachms 
Pure  water,  eight  ounces 

Mix,  and  take  a  table- spoon-full  or  two,  twice  a  day. 
Difficult  Breathing  and  Asthmatic  Complctiniu 

Take  Tincture  of  senna,  twelve  drachms 
/Ether,  three  drachms 
Camphorated  mixture,  six  ounces 

A  sm^ll  wine-glass  full  to  he  taken  whenever  the- 
©ppression  comes  on.  If  plethoric,  bleeding  is  highly- 
necessary  Abstain  from  malt  liquor  and  salted  meat. 
Drink  gin  punch  and  coffee. 

Inward  Bruises  from  Boxing,  falls  from  Horses ,  <§c. 

Take  good  black  beer,  one  pint;  foreign  brandy,  half 
a  pint ;  mix,  and  take  a  wine-glass  full  three  times  a  day. 
Bleeding  is  often  required,  fake  sugar  of  lead,  half  an 
ounce  ;  fresh  cream,  a  sufficient  quantity  to  form  into  an 
aintment,  to  dress  black  eyes,  or  other  scarifications. 
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Hoarseness  and  Loss  of  Speech. 

Take  Mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  two  ounces 
Liquid  laudanum,  thirty  drops 
Elixir  of  vitriol,  four  drachms 
Pure  water,  six  ounces 

Take  a  table-spoon-full  twice  a  day,  for  a  month.  If 
it  be  of  recent  standing*,  it  commonly  produces  the  desired 
effect. 

To  cure  Deafness  in  a  dry  Ear. 

First  syringe  the  ear  with  warm  water;  Then , 

Lake  Tincture  of  castor,  one  drachm 
Spirits  of  Hartshorn,  one  drachm 
Oil  of  almonds,  two  drachms 

At  bed  time,  drop  a  few  drops  into  the  cavity  of  the 
ear,  and  let  a  pledgit  of  wool,  or  reasty  bacon,  be  con¬ 
stantly  worn  therein.  If  this  be  duly  persevered  in,  in 
recent  cases,  it  will  be  found  efficacious. 

To  cure  Deafness  in  a  moist  Ear . 

Take  Alcohol,  half  an  ounce 

Tincture  of  opium,  half  an  ounce 

Drop  in  a  few  drops,  at  bed  time,  and  pledge  up  th$ 
eavity  with  wool. 

TINCTURE  OF  LIFE. 

Take  Rectified  spirits  of  wine,  four  drachms 

Compound  spirits  of  lavender,  four  drachms 
Oil  of  origanum,  one  drachm 
Spirits  of  ammonia  two  drac  hma 

This  is  commonly  sold  by  travellers,  for  internal  and 
external  purposes :  we  shall  say  it  is  good  in  inward  burns 
and  scalds,  inward  pain,  and  the  like  The  dose  is  from 
twelve  drops  to  sixty,  in  sugar,  at  pleasure.  It  is  a  good 
Jack-of-all-Trades. 

Decline  of  Life. 

Take  succotrine  aloes  one  ounce ;  mix  in  one  quart  of 
British  gin.  Drink  a  wine-glass  full  every  other  day 
The  patient  will  find  great  comfort  and  reliqfc 
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To  cure  Tain  and  Stitches  in  the  Sides . 

Take  Rufus’  pill,  two  scruples 

Volatile  salt  of  hartshorn,  one  scruple 
Oil  of  carroway  seeds,  ten  drops 

Make  up  into  eight  pills ;  take  one  night  and  morning. 

$r,  drink  a  cup  of  tea,  made  pretty  strong,  of  the  keys  or 
#eed  of  the  ash-tree,  mixed  in  a  glass  of  peppermint  water. 

To  cure  the  Cholic  or  Gripes . 

Take  Spirits  of  nitre,  three  drachms 

Tincture  of  rhubarb,  four  drachms 
Tincture  of  opium,  thirty  drops 
W  ater,  a  sufficient  quantity  for  a  draught 

If  the  case  is  very  bad,  repeat  in  an  hour. 

To  cure  the  Itch  effectually. 

Take  Sulphur  vivum,  finely  powdered,  three  ounees 
Crude  sal  ammoniac,  half  an  ounce 
Hog’s  lard,  four  ounces 
Essence  of  lemons,  twenty  drops 

Rub  on  one  half  at  sight,  the  other  in  the  morning  : 
the  rash  or  pustules  will  appear  dead ;  then  wash  the  body 
with  soft  soap,  warm  water,  and  flannel,  and  the  end  is 
accomplished,  Or, 

l  ake  white  copperas,  four  drachms;  dissolve  in  a  pint 
of  pure  water.  Wash  the  body  with  it  at  bed-time, 

There  is  neither  smell  nor  dirt,  and  if  the  patient  is 
notiU  afflicted,  it  will  be  found  efficacious  .  S‘0  sul¬ 

phur  and  treacle  to  be  taken,  after  beginning  to  rub. 

Menses  obstructed * 

Take  Ferri  carbonas.  one  drachm 
Succotrine  aloes,  one  drachm 
Calomel,  one  scruple 
Myrrh,  in  powder,  one  drachm 
Magnesia  &  syrup,  sufficient  to  make  twenty- 
four  pills. 
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Take  three,  morning  and  evening.  Drink  plentifully 
oi  pennyroyal  tea.  1  his  is  a  special  medicine,  and  is  only 
for  maids,  and  not  for  breeding  wives.

Menses  Immoderate . 

Take  Japan,  four  drachms 

Conserve  of  roses,  two  ounces 
Vitriolic  acid,  sixty  drops 

A  tea-spoon-full  or  two  may  be  taken  every  three  hours 
To  male  a  composing  Draught. 

Take  Tinct.  of  opium,  from  25  drops  to  a  tea-spoon-iull 
Cinnamon  water,  one  ounce 
Syrup  of  violets,  two  drachms 

Mix  them.  In  excessive  pain  and  restlesness,  this 
somposing  draught  may  be  safely  taken  and  repeated. 

Cordial  Gripe- Water  for  Babes . 

Take  Aniseed  water,  one  ounce 
Pure  water,  one  pint 
Treacle,  two  table-spoonsfull 
Tincture  of  opium,  three  drachms 

A  tea-spoon-full  or  two  may  he  given  occasionally.  It 
is  equal  in  goodness  to  the  best  Godfrey’s  Cordial. 

To  cure  or  stop  a  Lax. 

Take  two  drachms  of  prepared  chalk,  and  two  new-laid 
eggs,  mix  in  a  generous  glass  of  brandy  and  water.  Th^ 
patient  may  repeat  it  every  day  until  cured.  Give  a  table- 
spoon-full  to  infants. 

Scurvy  or  Canker  in  the  Teeth  and  Gums* 

Take  Tincture  of  myrrh,  four  drachms 
Friar’s  balsam,  four  drachms 

A  tea-spoon-full  or  two  may  be  put  to  a  table- speOn- 
full  of  pure  water,  for  a  wash. 
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v  Scurvy  and  Lep'osy . 

Take  Nitre  in  powder,  four  drachms 
Tincture  of  guaiacum,  one  ounce 
Sweet  spirits  of  vitriol,  four  drachms 
Liquid  laudanum,  two  drachms 

Two  tea-spoons-full  to  he  taken  at  bed  time,  in  a  sfflaM 
glass  of  pure  water,  three  times  a  week. 

LOTION  TO  WASH  THE  SORES. 

Take  Nitre,  in  powder,  one  ounce 
Distilled  vinegar,  one  pint 
Dissolved  camphor,  one  drachm 

If  the  scabby  places  be  washed  daily  with  this  mixfufe, 
the  cure  will  be  much  quicker.  *4.*  If  the  sores  are  very 
raw,  a  dyachylon  plaster  may  be  used  to  advantage.

Observations  to  Dairy-Maids. — One  cow  out  of 
order  will  spoil  a  whole  dairy  W  hen  cows  are  milked  up 
to  or  near  the  time  of  calving,  the  meal-milk  to  be  kept 
apart  for  ordinary  purposes.  When  cows  eat  turnips 
without  their  tops,  nitre  takes  away  the  turnip-taste  from 
the  butter  ;  say  one  ounce  to  a  gallon,  kept  in  the  cream - 
pot.  Two  drachms  to  every  gallon  of  new  milk,  will 
cure  both  milk  and  butter.  When  turnip  tops  or  cabbages 
are  eaten,  the  bad  taste  cannot  be  done  away. 

Hot  water  put  to  cream,  when  churning,  makes  soft, 
white  butter.  Acetic  Acid ,  one  ounce  to  a  gallon  of  creajn 
in  operation,  much  facilitates  the  churning,  without  in¬ 
juring  the  butter.  We  recommend  its  use.  It  is  bought 
at  the  druggists’  at  a  shilling  a  pint.  The  Dash 

Churn  is  the  best  instrument,  and  churns  quickest. 

To  get  Butter ,  in  Summer-Time ,  without  churning. 

Take  a  quart  of  good  fresh  cream,  tie  it  up  iif  a  fine 
white  linen  cloth,  then  wrap  both  in  a  strong  coarse  one. 
Bury  them  in  a  garden  or  some  other  convenient  place, 
six  or  eight  inches  underground  When  it  has  been  there 
from  twenty-four  to  twenty-six  hours,  take  it  up,  and  put 
it  into  a  wooden  howl,  and  beat  it  with  a  spoon  a  few 
minutes  and  you  will  find  butter,  ready  for  making  up.

From  the  great  difference  there  is  in  mould,  shape,  or
